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The Survey of Production for 1939 was recently released. The 
report is essentially a summary of the value of the output of the nine 
main branches engaged in the production of commodities. The dollar 
value of the Canadian and provincial production during the year 
under review is compared with the preceding year, the presentation 
including a textual analysis based on that record. 

The present report contains, in addition to the usual treatment, 
the results of a study concerning the interwar structure covering the 
period from 1919 to 1937. The data also constitute the gross and 
net values of production, but, contrary to the previous practice of 
the report, include adjustment for the general price level. 

The report portrays the long-term trend of production values in 
the nine main industrial groups over the nineteen-year period, the 
standard deviation of each of groups from the long-term trend, and 
finally the correlation of the groups with the grand total. The 
latter analysis shows to what extent the fluctuations in the value of 
production within a given group coincide with those of commodity 
production as a whole. 

The report is useful in showing the relative importance of the 
main branches of production during the twenty-one years prior to 
1940. The provincial industrial structure is also outlined for recent 
years. It may be obtained from the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
for 25 cents-per copy. 
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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN AUGUST 


Economic conditions reflected the impact of war demands during August. 
Business operations were at a higher level, some recession having been shown 
from the preceding month. The striking development was the further advance 
in wholesale prices, a marked upward trend having been shown since the outbreak 
of hostilities. The index in August was higher that at any time since February, 
1930. The index of the cost of living advanced from 111-9 on July 2 to 113-7 
at the first of the month under review. The gain in the index since the last 
peacetime month was 12-8 per cent. The pronounced increase in recent months 
has been due mainly to higher food prices. Clothing, home furnishings, and mis- 
cellaneous commodities also contributed to the gain. In the food section the 
most important increases were recorded in dairy products, meats and eggs. 

The index of wholesale prices was 92-4 during the week of September 12 
against 83-0 in the corresponding week of last year. The gain of nearly 
12 per cent reflected advances in each of the eight main groups. The greatest 
increase was shown in animal products, in which the index moved up from 
78-8 to 97-6. The advance in sensitive commodities was of marked proportions, 
an index of 80-5 on September 12 comparing with 64-5 in the same week one year 
ago. The trend of common stock prices has been downward since the early 
months of 1937. A moderate recovery was in evidence from May to August, 
the index moving up slightly from month to month. Speculative trading was 
also at a higher level in the month under review. 

The sum of the notice and demand deposits was $2,498 million compared 
with $2,451 million at the beginning of the preceding month. The gain of 
$47 million reflected the recovery following the marked decline of the preceding 
month, due to heavy payments for the Victory Loan. During the month of 
June, Dominion Government deposits rose from $152-7 million to $560-9 million. 
By the end of July, the total had dropped to $502-5 million and further declines 
may be expected, reflecting the expenditure of the loan funds. Current loans 
were $1,177 million on July 31. The standing on the same date of last year 
was $925 million. 

A number of the factors showing the trend of mineral production were 
reactionary in August as compared with the preceding month. The gold 
receipts at the Mint were 430,878 fine ounces against 453,184, the index dropping 
from 144 to 132. The decline in the index of silver shipments was from 128 to 
110. The coal mining industry was more active, producing 1,357 thousand tons 
against 1,187 thousand. 

The ‘index of cold storage holdings was 112-6 in August against 121-4 in 
the preceding month. The standing in August last year was 119-4. An index 
of sales of livestock on the stock yards was 102-2 against 122. The increase 
in cattle sales was less than normal for the season. Hog sales were 63,912 head 
against 86,547 in the preceding month. 

A striking development of the war period was the marked increase in 
employment. The index on July lst was 157-6 compared with 119-6 on 
September Ist, 1939. The increase from July Ist, 1940, to the latest available 
date was more than 26 per cent. Since the beginning ‘of 1941, the index has 
risen by 23 points or 17-4 per cent, a gain which exceeds that reported i in the 
same period of any other year of the record. The acceleration in manufacturing 
in 1941 has been even more impressive, the workers taken on by the co-operating 
establishments from January to July having numbered more than 158,000. 
The index has risen by over 30 points or 21-3 per cent. The speed-up in the 


industries producing durable goods in recent months has been particularly out- 
34134—14 
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standing, the index of employment rising from 145-1 on January Ist to 190-6 
on July Ist, or by 31-4 per cent. That the increase in the present year has not 
been made at the expense of the production of consumers’ goods is shown by the 
advance of 13-3 per cent recorded in the non-durable class, in which the index 
rose from 140-3 on January Ist to 159-0 at the beginning of July. The latest 
gains in this group of course reflect quickened demand for consumer’s goods, 
not only for civilian use at home and abroad, but also for use by those in the 
forces of the Dominion and elsewhere. 

The first final estimate of Canada’s total wheat production in 1941 was 
placed at 306,459 thousand bushels, compared with 551-4 million bushels in 
1940, a major reduction of 244-9 million bushels. The decline was due almost 
equally to the wheat acreage reduction program undertaken last Spring, and to 
the below normal yields which were realized from large areas of Saskatchewan 
and Eastern Alberta. 

Export clearances for the period from August 1st to September 5th were 
12-9 million bushels, compared with 9-8 million bushels a year ago. Wheat 
marketings in the three Prairie Provinces for the five weeks from August Ist, 
1941, to September, 5th, were 25-5 million bushels against 49-7 million received 
during the same period of the preceding year. 

Charts 

Measured in current dollars, the national income of Canada showed marked 
fluctuation during the inter-war period. The three prosperity peaks were 
reached in 1920, 1929 and in the current period. The depression periods 
culminated in 1921 and 1933. Intermediate recessions, shown in 1924 and 
1938, were shortly followed by a resumption of economic advance. The general 
picture is shown in Section A of Chart 1. 

The contraction in the national income after 1920 and 1929 was due in part 
to a decline in the price level, accentuating the need for adjustment for price 
changes. The upward trend of the real income and especially of aggregate 
payments after eliminating the effect of price changes is depicted in Sections 
BandC. A general average of commodity and service prices recorded a declining 
trend during the inter-war period. The resulting upward trend denotes expan- 
sion in the volume of the production of goods and services. 

Savings of enterprises were mainly positive in the first decade and negative 
in the second. National income totals include the records of such savings, 
while “aggregate payments” do not. The exclusion of savings of enterprises 
from the estimates of aggregate payments accounts for the steeper upward 
trend than in “real income”. The line of inter-war trend for the two factors 
is shown in Sections B and C of Chart 1. 

The relative importance of twelve major industrial and service groups as 
originators of income is portrayed in Chart 2. 

Information regarding the general totals of the national income, serves 
only as an introduction to a discussion of the constituent divisions and groups. 
The trend of the income of the various components is a significant phase of the 
present study. The general estimate conceals many changes in the relations 
and movements of the constituents, essential for an understanding of the working 
of the Canadian economic system. 

We are here concerned with the national income as a measure of the net 
productivity of the Canadian economy. The inter-war period was characterized 
by the continuance of the process towards greater diversification. In the early 
history of the Dominion, a wealth of natural resources led to concentration 
upon the production of staples in the form of foodstuffs and industrial raw 
materials, a large proportion of which was exported to countries in a more 
advanced stage of economic development. While the primary industries. still 
occupy a most important place in the Canadian productive system, the more 
rapid growth of the secondary and service divisions has resulted in a better 
balance for the economy. The system has been adapted during the last twenty 
years to meet the demands of the domestic market, while maintaining a credit 
balance on current account with other countries. 
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In this statement regarding the productive sources of the national income 
the main objective will be to set forth: (1) the relative importance of the different 
activities; (2) the inter-war trend of decline or advance; and (3) the sensitivity 
of different types of activity to the impact of depression and recovery. For 
purposes of analysis, the net national product will be broken down according 
to the major types of activity, such as agriculture, manufactures, finance and 
service, with their subdivisions. 

The relative importance of three economic divisions and fourteen major 
groups is the first topic of discussion. The industrial and service groups are 
assembled in three economic divisions. Division 1 coincides roughly with 
the list of groups included in the Survey of Production published by the Bureau 
annually since 1921. The division consequently comprises the sectors of the 
economic system engaged in the production of commodities whether of a primary 
or secondary nature. The primary industries include agriculture, forestry, 
fisheries and trapping, mining and electric power, while the secondary section 
embraces manufacturing, construction and custom and repair. 

The second division is engaged in transportation, communications and the 
sale of commodities and related activities. The term “commodity handling” 
applied to this division is only roughly applicable. Steam railways engage in 
passenger traffic although freight is the main source of income, and communica- 
tion is only partly bound up with the movement and sale of commodities. 
The combined transportation and communication activities, however, are more 
connected with commodity handling than with service or production in the 
restricted sense. The other activities, consisting of finance, government and 
service other than custom and repair, are for convenience described as 
the ‘facilitating’ division. These include financial organizations such as 
banking, trust, loan and mortgage, investment and insurance. Under real 
estate is entered not only the operations of the industry itself but also non-farm 
residential and commercial net rentals and mortgage interest. Government 
including Dominion, provincial and local administration, is an expanding 
enterprise included under this heading. Finally, professional, educational and 
other service activities, exclusive of custom and repair, complete the division. 

Commodity production contributed to the national income a yearly average 
of $1,972 million during the twenty years under review, compared with $954 
million derived from the handling division and $1,316 million from the facilitating 
activities. Ii is surprising to find that more than thirty per cent of the national 
income was derived from activities other than the production and distribution of 
commodities. 

For convenience a number of minor classes have been combined, thus 
reducing for purposes of study the thirty original groups to fourteen major 
divisions. The classification follows with appropriate adaptation, the Bureau’s 
general grouping system. Agriculture includes the income derived by the 
farmer in woods operations on his own property, but excludes entirely the return 
from the value added in dairy factories. Forestry comprises the activities of 
lumber and pulp and paper mills, as well as wood operations on lands other 
than farmers’ wood lots. Manufacturing is exclusive of processes carried on 
in close connection with the primary industries, the exceptions comprising 
sawmilling, pulp and paper, fish curing and packing, non-ferrous metal smelt- 
ing and several mineral industries, such as cement, salt, lime and clay products. 

The following activities are included under transportation—steam and 
electric railways, water and road transportation, civil aviation, storage and 
express. The telegraph and telephone industries comprise communications. 

The finance industries, embrace banking, trust companies, stock and bond 
dealers, loan and mortgage companies, insurance and real estate. The latter 
heading comprehends non-farm mortgage interest and net rentals, paid and 
imputed. The service groups are manifold, embracing as they do professional, 
educational and other activities.

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LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN AOOT 


La situation économique refléte l’impulsion des demandes de guerre en aofit. Les opérations 
commerciales atteignent un niveau plus élevé, mais en quelques domaines il y a des diminutions 
par rapport au mois précédent. Le développement sensationnel est une autre augmentation 
des prix de gros; ces -derniers s’orientent 4 la hausse d’une facon marquée depuis le début des 
hostilités. L’indice en aofit est plus élevé qu’en tout temps depuis février 1930. L’indice 
du coftt de la vie avance de 111-9 le 2 juillet 4 113-7 le ler du mois sous revue. L’indice a avancé 
de 12-8 p.c. depuis le dernier mois du temps de paix. Le gain prononcé en ces derniers mois est 
principalement attribuable 4 la hausse des aliments; mais le vétement, les fournitures de maison 
et les denrées diverses ont également contribué a l’avance. Dans la section alimentaire, les 
hausses les plus importantes sont celles des produits laitiers, des viandes et des ceufs. 

L’indice des prix de gros se place 4 92-4 la semaine du 12 septembre contre 83-0 1a semaine 
correspondante de l’an dernier. Le gain de prés de 12 p.c. pendant |’année refléte les avances 
de chacun des huit groupes principaux. La plus forte augmentation est celle des produits 
animaux, dont |’indice grimpe de 78-8 4 97-6. L’avance des denrées sensibles revét des propor- 
tions marquées, l’indice étant de 80-5 le 12 septembre comparativement & 64-5 la méme semaine 
de l’an dernier. Les actions ordinaires s’orientent 4 la baisse depuis les premiers mois de 1937; 
mais une reprise modérée se manifeste de mai A aofit et l’indice avance légérement d’un mois 
& Pautre. Les opérations spéculatives touchent également un niveau plus élevé le mois sous 
revue. 

La somme des dépéts & avis et 4 demande est de $2,498,000,000 en regard de $2,451,000,000 
au début du mois précédent. L’augmentation de $47,000,000 refléte la reprise qui a suivi le 
déclin marqué du mois précédent attribuable aux fortes souscriptions A l’emprunt de la victoire. 
Pendant le mois de juin les dépéts du Gouvernement fédéral ont augmenté de $152,700,000 4 
$560,900,000. A la fin de juillet le total a tombé & $502,500,000 et l’on peut s’attendre 4 d’autres 
déclins témoignant de la dépense des sommes empruntées. Les préts courants se chiffrent 
& $1,177,000,000 le 31 juillet, 4 rapprocher de $925,000,000 la méme date de I’an dernier. 

Un certain nombre de facteurs tracant l’orientation de la production minérale réagissent 
en aofit comparativement au mois précédent. Les arrivages d’or & la Monnaie s’établissent 4 
430,878 onces fines, en regard de 453,184, et l’indice recule de 1444132. L’indice des expéditions 
d’argent décline de 128 4 110. L’industrie miniére du charbon est plus active, la production 
s’élevant A 1,357,000 tonnes contre 1,187,000. 

L’ indice des stocks dans les entrepéts frigorifiques se place 4 112-6 en aodit, contre 121-4 le 
mois précédent et 119-4 en aofit l’an dernier. L’indice des ventes de bestiaux aux enclos s’établit 
& 102-2 comparativement 4 122. L’augmentation des ventes de bétes & cornes est moins que 
normale pour la saison. Les ventes de pores s’élévent 4 63,912 tétes en regard de 86,547 le mois 

ent, 

L’augmentation marquée de l’emploiement constitue le développement sensationnel de la 
période de guerre. L’indice au ler juillet s’établit 4 157-6 contre 119-6 le ler septembre 1939. 
L’avance depuis le ler juillet 1940 jusqu’a la derniére date connue excéde 26 p.c. Depuis le 
début de 1941 ]’indice a avancé de 23 points ou de 17-4 p.c., gain qui surpasse celui de la méme 
période de toute autre année du relevé. L’accélération des opérations manufacturiéres en 1941 
est encore plus impressionnante; les ouvriers engagés par les établissements collaborateurs, de 
janvier 4 juillet, se chiffrent & plus de 158,000. L’indice fait un gain de plus de trente points 
ou de 21-3 p.c. L’accélération dans les industries qui produisent des marchandises durables 
au cours de ces derniers mois est particuliérement remarquable, |’indice de l’emploiement avangant 
de 145-1 le ler janvier & 190-6 le ler juillet ou de 31-4 p.c. L’augmentation de|’année courante 
ne sest pas faite au détriment de la production d’articles de consommation, comme on peut 
le constater par une avance de 13-3 p.c. dans la division des marchandises non durables, dont 
V'indice passe de 140-3 le ler janvier & 159-0 au début de juillet. Les derniers gains dans ce 
groupe reflétent naturellement la demande plus grande d’articles de consommation, non seulement 
pour l’usage des civils au pays et & l’étranger, mais encore pour l’usage des forces armées au 
Dominion et ailleurs. 
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Le premiére estimation définitive de la production canadienne de blé en 1941 est placée & 
306,459,000 boisseaux, & rapprocher de 551,400,000 en 1940, diminution de 244,900,000 boisseaux. 
La diminution est attribuable presque autant au programme de réduction des emblavures entre- 
pris le printemps dernier qu’au rendement inf¢rieur 4 la normale dans de vastes régions de la 
Saskatchewan et de l’est de |’ Alberta. 

Les exportations de blé du ler aofit au 5 septembre s’élévent 4 12,900,000 boisseaux contre 
9,800,000 l’an dernier. Les arrivages de blé dans les Provinces des Prairies, du ler aoft 1941 au 
5 septembre, se placent 4 25,500,000 boisseaux comparativement 4 49,700,000 la méme période 
de l’an dernier. 

Les consommateurs en juillet cette année dépensent 19 p.c. de plus dans les magasins de 
détail qu’en juillet l’an dernier et 8 p.c. de plus qu’en juin. L’indice se place 4 122-5, compa- 
rativement & 133-8 en juin et 103-2 le méme mois de |’an dernier. En juillet cette année les 
ventes des magasins de gros au Canada atteignent une moyenne de 30 p.c. plus forte qu’en juillet 
l’an dernier et 5 p.c. plus forte qu’en juin. En conséquence, l’indice, sur la base 100 en 1935-39, 
passe 4 147-0 contre 140-6 en juin et 112-8 en juillet 1940. 

Les ventes des sept premiers mois de l’année sont en moyenne de 16 p.c. plus considérables 
que celles de la période correspondante de l’an dernier. Les ventes 4 tempérament déclarées 
par dix-sept grandes compagnies de magasins 4 rayons dans toutes les parties du Canada ont une 
tendance & augmenter brusquement les sept premiers mois de 1941 comparativement 4 1940. 
Alors que les ventes globales des magasins 4 rayons faisant rapport atteignent une moyenne de 
de 17-7 p.c. plus élevée les sept premiers mois de cette année, les ventes 4 tempérament augmen- 
tent de 26-6 p.c. durant la méme période. 


Graphiques 

Mesuré en dollars courants, le revenu national du Canada laisse voir des fluctuations 
marquées au cours de la période entre guerres. Les trois cimes de prospérité sont atteintes en 
1920, 1929 et la période courante. Les périodes de dépression ont atteint leur point culminant 
en 1921 et 1933. Les régressions intermédiaires, en 1924 et 1938, ont été suivies peu de temps 
aprés par une reprise de l’avance économique. L’aspect général est décrit dans la section A du 
graphique 1. 

La contraction du revenu national aprés 1920 et 1929 était partiellement due & un déclin 
des prix, accentuant le besoin d’ajustement pour les changements de prix. La marche vers 
l’augmentation du revenu réel et spécialement des paiements globaux, aprés élimination de 
l’effet_ des changements des prix, est décrite dans les sections b et c. La moyenne générale des 
prix des denrées et des services accuse une or/entation vers le déclin au cours de la période entre 
guerres. La marche vers l’augmentation qui en a résulté dénote une expansion du volume de la 
production des marchandises et des services. 

Les épargnes des entreprises sont surtout positives durant la premiére décennie et négatives 
pendant la seconde. Les totaux du revenu national comprennent les relevés de ces épargnes, 
tandis que les “paiements globaux” ne les comprennent pas. L’exclusion des épargnes des 
entreprises, des estimations des paiements globaux, explique |’orientation vers l’augmentation 
plus abrupte que dans le “revenu réel’’. La ligne de |’orientation entre guerres pour les deux 
facteurs paraft dans les sections b et c du graphique 1. 

Le graphique 2 dépeint l’importance relative de douze groupes importants d’industries et 
de services comme sources de revenu. 

Les renseignements relatifs aux totaux généraux du revenu national servent seulement 
comme introduction & la discussion des divisions et groupes constituants, L’orientation du 
revenu des divers facteurs est une phase importante de la présente étude. L’estimation générale 
dissimule plusieurs changements dans les relations et les mouvements des facteurs, essentiels 
pour comprendre le fonctionnement du systéme économique canadien. 

Ce qui nous intéresse ici, c’est le revenu national comme mesure de la productivité nette de 
l'économie canadienne. La période entre guerres a été caractérisée par une continuation de 
l’évolution vers une plus grande diversification. Aux premiers temps du Dominion, ]’abondance 
de ressources naturelles portait A se concentrer sur la production de denrées principales, sous 
formes de denrées alimentaires et de matiéres premiéres industrielles, dont une forte proportion 
était exportée aux pays ot le développement économique était plus avancé. Bien que les indus- 
tries primaires occupent encore une place trés importante dans le systéme productif canadien, 
la croissance plus rapide des industries secondaires et des services a résulté en un meilleur équilibre 
de l'économie. Le systéme a été adapté au cours des vingt dernidres années de maniére A faire 
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face aux demandes du marché domestique, tout en maintenant une balance de crédit au compte 
courant avec les autres pays. 

Dans cet exposé concernant les sources productives du revenu national le principal objectif 
sera de mettre en valeur: (1) l’importance relative des différentes activités; (2) l’orientation 
entre guerres du déclin ou de l’avance; et (3) la sensibilité des différentes sortes d’activités au 
choc de la dépression et de la reprise. Pour fins d’analyse, le revenu national net sera décomposé 
d’aprés les types importants d’activité, comme |’agriculture, les manufactures, la finance et les 
services, avec leurs subdivisions. 

L’importance relative des trois divisions économiques et des quatorze groupes importants 
est le premier sujet de la discussion. Le groupe des industries et celui des services sont assemblés 
en trois divisions économiques. La division 1 coincide approximativement avec la liste des 
groupes compris dans le relevé de la production publié annuellement par le Bureau depuis 1921. 
La division comprend donc les secteurs du systéme économique engagés dans la production de 
denrées, soit primaires, soit secondaires. Les industries primaires englobent |’agriculture, 
l'industrie forestiére, les pécheries et le pi¢égeage, l’industrie miniére et l’énergie électrique, tandis 
que les industries secondaires comprennent les manufactures, la construction, le travail 4 fagon 
et les réparations. 

La deuxiéme division porte sur les transports, les communications, la vente des denrées et les 
activités connexes. Le terme “manutention des denrées’’, appliqué a cette division, n’est appli- 
quable que grosso modo. Les chemins de fer s’occupent du transport des voyageurs, bien que 
les marchandises soient la principale source de revenus. Les communications ne se rattachent 
que partiellement au mouvement et 4 la vente des denrées. Toutefois, les activités combinées 
des transports et des communications se rattachent plus 4 la manutention des denrées qu’aux 
services ou & la production en leur sens restreint. Les autres activités, comprenant la finance, 
le gouvernement et les services autres que le travail 4 facon et les réparations, sont décrites comme 
division des “facilités” pour plus de commodité. Elles comprennent les organisations financiéres 
comme celles de la banque, de la fiducie, du prét et de l’hypothéque, du placement et de |’assu- 
rance. L’immeuble englobe non seulement les opérations de l’industrie elle-méme, mais aussi 
les loyers nets et les intéréts des hypothéques des habitations autres qu’agricoles et commerciales. 
Le gouvernement, comprenant l’administration fédérale, provinciale et locale, est une entreprise 
grandissante incluse sous cette rubrique. Enfin, les activités professionnelles, éducationnelles et 
des services autres que le travail 4 facon et les réparations complétent la division. 

La production des denrées contribue au revenu national une moyenne annuelle de 
$1,972,000,000 au cours des vingt ans sous revue, tandis que la manutention des denrées en 
fournit $954,000,000 et la division des facilités, $1,316,000,000. Il est surprenant de constater 
que plus de 30 p.c. du revenu national provient d’activités autres que la production et la distri- 
bution des denrées. 

Pour plus de commodité un certain nombre de catégories moins importantes ont été combinées, 
réduisant les trente groupes originaux A quatorze grandes divisions pour les fins de cette étude. 
La classification est la suivante avec l’adaptation appropriée; c’est le systéme de groupement 
général du Bureau: L’agriculture comprend le revenu que le fermier retire des opérations forestiéres 
sur sa terre, mais elle exclut entiérement celui qui provient de la valeur ajoutée dans les fabriques 
laitiéres. L’industrie forestiére englobe les activités des scieries, des pulperies et des papeteries, 
de méme que les opérations forestiéres sur des terres autres que les lots boisés des fermiers. 
L’industrie manufacturiére ne comprend pas les opérations étroitement apparentées aux industries 
primaires, les exceptions étant la scierie, la pulperie et la papeterie, le saurissage et la salaison 
du poisson, la réduction des métaux non ferreux et plusieurs industries minérales comme celles 
du ciment, du sel, de la chaux et des dérivés de l’argile. 

Les transports comprennent les activités suivantes: chemins de fer et tramways ¢lectriques, 
transport par eau et transport routier, aviation civile, entreposage et messageries. Les industries 
du télégraphe et du téléphone constituent les communications. 

Les industries de finance englobent le commerce bancaire, les compagnies de fiducie, les 
courtiers en valeurs mobiliéres, les compagnies de préts et d’hypothéques, l’assurance et 
Yimmeuble. Ce dernier comprend I’intérét sur les hypothéques non agricoles et les loyers nets, 
payés et imputés. Les groupes des services sont nombreux, car ils embrassent les activités 
professionnelles, éducationnelles et autres.
